The raising of the river-bed undoubtedly contributed to the 
y floods in the lower parts of the town in October 1875, which deluged the 
s and basements of a large number of houses with sewage. A severe outbreak 
mteric fever followed shortly upon the floods, and caused during the six months 
ng March 1876 more than 200 deaths, and probably more than 1000 other cases 
inating, after protracted suffering, in recovery. Among fifty other large towns 
fever-rate in the quarter exceeded one per 1000 in Wigan, Bolton, Bury, Roch- 
Blackburn, and Middlesborough ; in Blackburn it was equal to 1°71. Many 
1e fatal cases of fever in Bolton, and the 11 returned in the neighbouring regis- 
on sub-district of Turton, were attributed to the distribution of milk contami-~ 
with typhoid poison from a farm dairy at EKagley. It has been shown that the 
-rate in the twenty largest English towns was somewhat below the average 
in all England. As regards Lancashire, which suffered from the highest county 
r-rate of the quarter, it is also worthy of note that the rate in Liverpool was 
Ww the county average, and that while the rate averaged 0°78 in thirteen of the 
est Lancashire towns, it was 0°85 in the remainder of the county, including all 
maller urban aggregations and its rural portions. Fever outbreaks are especially 
ent in newly aggregated communities, attracted by manufacturing or mining 
tations ; drainage and water supply are in these communities often utterly 
jected until abnormal disease and death arrest public attention. The high fever 
s in Lancashire, the West Riding, Durham, and South Wales are undoubtedly 
to these causes. The registrars’ local returns show that an exceptionally high 
th-rate from fever has recently prevailed in the following places :—Chichester, 
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Ponder’s End (Enfield), Downham (Norfolk), Newark, Stockton, Ystradyf od 
(Glamorgan), and Llanelly (Carmarthen). 

The 3971 deaths referred to whooping- cough in the quarter were equal ¢ tol 
annual rate of 0°66 per 1000, which was slightly below the rate in the Marg 
quarter of 1875, and scarcely exceeded the average rate in the correspondi 
quarters of the six years 1870-5. The whooping-cough rate exceeded one per 109 
in London, Nottingham, and Manchester, was over 2 per 1000 in Liverpool a 
Salford, and equal to 3:3 in Carlisle. This disease was also especially i? it 
Willesden, Rochford, Cheadle, Ulverston, and Lofthouse. 

Measles was more “fatal than in any quarter of 187 5, and caused an annual det th | 
rate of 0°42 per 1000 ; this rate was higher than in any quarter since the first tw 
of 1874, when it was equal to 0°65 and 0°63 per tooo. No fatal case of measles 
occurred during the quarter in the counties of Huntingdon, Cambridge, Hereford, 0 
Westmorland, whereas the disease was severely epidemic at Sutton, Richmond, 
East Stonehouse, Cullompton, Neweastle-under-Lyme, Liverpool, Blackburn, amd 
Todmorden. The outbreak of measles caused 114 deaths in Blackburn, where an 
excessive mortality from fever and other zymotic diseases also occurred. The death 
rate in this town from the seven principal zymotic diseases during the quarter, it 
has been noted, was equal to 8°4-per 1000. Blackburn is a town of about Bog 
inhabitants, and the Town Council, as the sanitary authority, has fixed the sl 
of their medical officer of health at 25/. per annum. 

The deaths from diarrhcea were 1843, and differed but slightly from the num| ber 
in recent corresponding quarters. . 

The 861 deaths from diphtheria were slightly less numerous than those in the 
first quarter of 1875. ‘The disease showed a proportionately large fatality in the 
South-eastern counties, and local outbreaks occurred at Walton and Cherts 
Great Coggieshall, Ashwellthorpe, Horningsham (Wilts), Porlock (Somersets 
Chalford (Gloucestershire), Ludlow, Penkridge, Loxley (Warwickshire), Cane 
Gainsborough, North Cave (near Hull), and Llanrwst. Both drainage and water 
supply in North Cave are reported defective. 4 

The quarterly number of deaths referred to small-pox in England and Wales. 
which after March 1874 steadily declined from 655 to 149 in the last three months 
of 1875, rose to 262 in the first quarter of 1876. The increase in the deaths from 
this disease was entirely due to its fatal bev ae) in and around Manchester and 
Salford, resulting in 169 deaths. In the Monsall Fever Hospital, near Manchester, 
46 fatal cases of small-pox were registered, of which 33 were unvaccinated ; of 
other 13, six bore but one scar. Jn other parts of Lancashire 40 deaths 
small-pox were recorded, including 20 in Liverpool, and 7 in Bolton district. 
the whole of England and Wales, exclusive of Lancashire, only 53 fatal cases: 
small-pox were reported, of which 13 occurred in Bristol and Clifton, and 7 
London. At Llanrug in North Wales were registered three fatal cases, w 
occurred in a family recently arrived from America. But for the fatal prevalen 
of the disease in and around Manchester and Salford, the deaths from small- -pox 
England and Wales in the first quarter of 1876 would have been fewer than in amy 
quarter since the commencement of civil registration, previous to which 
reliable records of causes of death existed.

The greatest depar 
excess during the month was 0°72 in, on the 15th. The mean reading for the mon 
30°095 ins., being 0°355 in. above its average. During the first four days of Febru 
barometer readings were a little in excess of the average, but from the sth day of 
to the 1st of April, the readings were all below their average values (excepting on two day 
viz., February 24th and March zoth, which were above their averages, but only to the

During this remarkable and long continued period of 57 days of low readings, violent ;

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HARKS ON THE WEATHER DURING THE QUARTER ENDING JUNE 30TH, 1876.

‘April 9th, the weather was warm, and the average daily excess of the mean temperatures 
fe 9 days above their averages was 53°. On the roth of April, a very severe cold period 
‘and snow fell ‘generally over the country north of latitude 51° ; on the 11th, it fell more 
ly and extended to stations on the south coast; on the 12th, it fell still more generally, 
wre were falls of snow in Cornwall and Devonshire, and at Guernsey.

The resident population of the United Kingdom in the middle of 1876 is esti- 
mated at 33,093,439; that of England and Wales at 24,244,010, of Scotland 
at 3,527,811, and of Ireland at 5,321,618.

Showing that the days of extreme high temperature about London have been more numerous than 

usual, and from the preceding table it would seem to have been general, The few days followi 

July 22nd were of moderate temperature, and but little rain fell. Scarcely any rain fell in Aug 

till after the middle of the month, and the average excess of mean temperature for the 53 da 
ending August 22nd was 4°; daily. A complete change of weather set in on August 23rd 

rain fell very continuously. The temperature was low till September 17th, the average da 

deficiency being 3°3 ; from September 18th to the end of the quarter it was warm, there being an 

‘average excess of daily temperature amounting to 2°4, but rain fell almost on every day and the 

weather was bad. 1 

The readings of the barometer at 160 feet above the level of the sea, in the vicinity of London, _ 

were alternately above and below their respective averages, from the 1st to the 8th of July;

The mean reading for the month was 29°620 ins., being 0°187 in. below the average. In the

In the Unirep Kinepom the births of 278,135 childreu, and the deaths of 159,005 
persons of both sexes, were registered in the three months ending 31st Decembev- 
1876. The recorded natural increase of population was thus 119,130. 


The registered'number of persons married in the quarter ending 30th September 
1876 was 120,788. 


The resident population of the United Kingdom in the middle of 1876 is esti- 
mated at 33,093,439; that of England and Wales at 24,244,010, of Scotland: 
at 3,527,811, and of Ireland at 5,321,618. The birth-rate in the United Kingdom 
in the fourth quarter of 1876 was 33°3 per 1000, and the death-rate 19:1. The 
marriage-rate in the third quarter of 1876 was 14°5 per 1000. 


The several facts*concerning Scotland and Ireland are recorded in the Quarterly 
Returns of the Registrars General of those parts of the United Kingdom. 


ENGLAND. 


This Return comprises the Brrrus and Drearus registered by 2190 Registrars 
in all the districts of England during the quarter ending 31st December, and the 
MARRIAGES in 13,732 churches or chapels, in 7752 registered places of worship 
unconnected with the Established Church, and in 632 Superintendent Registrars’ 
Offices, in the three months ending 3oth September 1576. 


The returns of Births, Deaths, and Marriages are, on the whole, satisfactory. 
The Marriages are for the quarter ending September 1876, and are below the 
average of that season; it remains to be seen whether the numbers have been 
made up in the Christmas quarter, which is the favourite marriage season in 
England. The depression of the marriage-rate below its usual standard is most 
striking in the Northern counties and in Wales. The Births are returned for the 
last three months of the year, and they exceed the average. ‘The mortality in the 
same three months has been low ; the rate is as much as 2*I per 1000 under the 
average of the season. The improvement is most striking in the towns, where 
the rate of mortality fell 2*7; while in the country and the small towns it only 
fell 1-4 per 1000. The season has been remarkable for its mild temperature, 
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winds, and abundant rainfall. Small-pox, epidemic in London and in some of than 


large towns of Lancashire, has destroyed few lives in the rest of the kingdom, 


Scarlet fever is the ruling epidemic, and in some districts has been very fatal. The . 


two diseases should be carefully watched. 


The year 1876 has been remarkable in this respect; in each of the four seasons 


its birth-rate has been above, its death-rate below, the average. 


Marriages. 


During the three months ending September 1876 the number of persons maria 





was 98,270, and 1364 less than the number in the corresponding quarter in 1875, 


The marriage-rate was equal to 16°1 per 1000 persons estimated to be living, 
was o°3 below the average in the ten preceding summer quarters, and lower 


than the rate which prevailed in the corresponding period of any year since 1870, 


During the summer quarters of the 38 years 1838-75 the annual marriage- rate 


averaged 15°9 per 1000, and ranged from 13°4 in 1842 to 17°3 in 1865. 


The marriage-rate during the third quarter of 1876 ranged, in the eleven regis- _ 


tration Divisions, from 11°8 and 11°9 in the Eastern and South-Midland, to 19° 


and 20°5 in the North-western and Metropolitan. The lowest county rates were 
g°8 and 9*g in Huntingdon and Hereford, whereas the rates ranged upwards to 
17°6 and 19°6 in Warwick and Lancaster. 

The marriages in the third quarter of 1876, compared with the average numbers 
in the three preceding corresponding quarters, showed the largest proportional 
decrease in the Northern Counties and in South Wales, where the population is 
principally engaged in mining. In the South-eastern and in the Eastern counties 
the marriages showed an excess upon the same average. In South Wales the 


number of marriages was 13°1 per cent. below the average for the corresponding. 
period in the three years 1873-4-5; the decrease was equal to 11°6 per cent. im 


Herefordshire, 9°5 in Northumberland, and 9*1 in Gloucestershire. On the other 
hand, the marriages showed an increase of 15°9 per cent. in Westmorland, 11°3 im 
Berkshire, r1°x in Cumberland, 8° 5 in Suffolk, and 8°4 per cent. in Warwickshire, 


Births. 


During the last three months of 1876, ending 31st December, 215,451 births 
were registered, equal to an annual rate of 35°3 per 1000. This birth-rate exceeds 
that which has prevailed in the fourth quarter of any year since 1837, except m 

1872 and 1874, when it was 35°5 and 35°7 respectively ; the average birth-rate 
during the fourth quarters of the 38 years 1838-75 did not exceed 32°6 per 1000, 
which was 2°7 below the rate in the corresponding period of 1876. The recent 
increase in the birth-rate is partly due to more complete registration. The sex pro- 
portion of the children whose births were registered during the quarter was 103 
boys to 100 girls, 

The annual birth-rate in the last three months of 1876, which averaged 35° 4 
ranged from 28*o and 30°7 in the agricultural counties of the South-western and 
South-castern, to 38°o in the North-western and York, and 39°7 in the Northern 
Divisions ; the population of the three iisi-inehiened Divisions is principally 
engaged. in manufacture or mining. The lowest county birth-rates in the quarter 


were 25°7 in Cornwall and 26:6 in Tiernan anil and the highest 41°7 in Stafford | 
and 42°8 in Durham. ‘The birth-rate in Cornwall showed a decline of 1° 6 per | 


1000 from that which prevailed in the corresponding period of 1875. 

In 20° of the largest English towns the birth-rate averaged 37:8, and exceeded 
by. 5 the rate in England and Wales ; the rate was but 30°3 in Brighton and 
30°4 in Plymouth, whereas it ranged upwards to 42°2 in Newcastle- upon-Tyne, 
42°7 in Birmingham, and 46:8 in Salford. The birth-rate in Salford is probably 
over-stated by an under-estimate of the present population of the borough. In 5° 
other large town districts the birth-rate averaged 36°4 per 1000, and while it was 
but 21°1 and 24°6 in Cheltenham and Cambridge, it was equal to 45°9 in Swansea, 
and 47°3 in Gateshead. 
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Movement of the Population. 


He The natural increase to the population of England and Wales during the last 
three months of 1876, by excess of births over deaths registered, was 93,5335 
against 70,567 and 77,958, respectively, in the fourth quarters of 1874 and 1875. 
As no available records of recent immigration exist, the actual increase of the 
‘population, as affected by the balance between immigration and emigration, is not 
known. Returns issued by the Board of Trade show that during the three months 
under notice 23,259 emigrants started from the various ports of the United 
Kingdom at which emigration officers are stationed: a lower number than in the 
corresponding period of any year since 1861. Distributing proportionally 1057 
whose nationality was undistinguished, and excluding foreigners, the emigrants 
of British origin during the quarter were 20,268, including 14,376 English, 2001 
Scotch, and 3891 Irish. The proportions of emigrants to a million of the population, 
were 593 from England, 567 from Scotland, and 731 from Ireland. Compared with 
the average proportions of emigrants during the fourth quarters of the three years 
1873-4-5, the proportion during the last three months of 1876 showed a decline of 
26 per cent. in England, 31 per cent. in Scotland, and 44 per cent. in Ireland. Of 
the 20,268 British emigrants during the quarter ending 31st December, 43 per 
cent. left for the United States, 39 per cent. for the Australian Colonies, 5 per 
cent. for British North America, and 13 per cent. for all other places. 






















Prices, Pauperism, and Meteorology. 


The average price of wheat during the quarter was 48s. 2d., showing a further 
‘increase of 1s. 1d. upon the average prices that prevailed in the three preceding 
quarters of the year ; it exceeded by 3s. 10d. and rs. 7d. respectively, the average 
‘prices in the fourth quarters of 1874 and 1875. The mean wholesale price of beef . 
‘and of mutton averaged 62d. and 7d. per lb., each being five-eighths of a penny 
{per lb. below the mean price which prevailed during the preceding three months, 
|The average price per ton of the best seaborne coal in the London market, put in 
ibarge from the collier in the Thames, was 1gs., and corresponded with that in 
|the three months ending September; in the corresponding quarter of the three 
iyears 1873-4-5, the average price of the best coals was respectively 3os. 8d., 
\24s. 7d., and 22s. 6d. The average price of Consols was g5/. 12s. 6d., and showed 
jbut a slight decline from the high price which prevailed in the three months 
ending September. ‘The minimum annual rate of discount charged ,by the Bank 
jof England, which was fixed at 2/. per cent. on rgth April last, was so maintained 
jthroughout the 36 weeks ending December last, 

The average number of paupers relieved on the last day of each week in the 
quarter was 656,646, of which 141,907 received in-door, and 514,739 out-door 
(relief. ‘The number of in-door paupers exceeded that in the corresponding quarter 
lof 1875 by 4°2 per cent., whereas the out-door paupers showed a decrease of 5°8 
{per cent. In the first nine months of 1870 there were nearly six out-door paupers 
0 each in-door pauper; in the corresponding period of 1876 the proportion of 
out-door paupers to each inmate of workhouse establishments had declined to 3° g. 
(Pauperism has steadily declined since 1870; the average weekly number of paupers 

in-door and out-door) relieved in 1876 showed a decline of 32 per cent. from 

he weekly average in 1870. 
| The remarks upon the meteorology of the quarter at the Royal Greenwich 
|Observatory, and at other stations of observation, with accompanying tables, fur- 
nished by Mr. James Glaisher, F.R.S., will be found on pp. 65-72. Until 20th 
\October the weather was warm, the mean temperature showing an average excess 
of 51°; between 21st October and 12th November a cold period prevailed, during 
which the mean temperature was 31° below the average. From 13th November to 
the end of the year, with the exception of six days from 21st to 26th December, 
varm weather prevailed, the average excess of temperature during the 38 days 
being 43°; the excess during the last five days of the year was so large as 121°, 
he mean temperature of the quarter was 47°*o, being 3°°3 above the average of the 
preceding 105 years. The high mean temperature of the last quarter of 1876 was 
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only exceeded in seven of these 105 years. In October the mean was 52°°8, or 3°*2 
above the average, and was only exceeded eight times during the 105 years. In 
November the mean was 44°°0, and was 1°°7 above the average. In December 
the mean was 44°'1, or slightly above the mean for November, and exceeded 
the average by 5°°0; only nine times during the 105 years did the mean tempe- 
rature of December exceed that which prevailed in 1876. ‘The mean temperature 
of the quarier at 47 stations of observation rangéd from 43°°9 at Halifax, to 50°°g 
at Guernsey. 

The measured rainfall during the quarter at the Greenwich Observatory was 10° 5in., 
and exceeded by 3°4 in. the average amount in the corresponding three months 
of 61 years. In October 1°6 in. ‘of rain were measured, showing a deficiency of 
1°2 in. ; in November the fall amounted to 3*rin., and was o°8 of an inch above 
the average. In December 5°8 in. were measured at the Royai Observatory, 
exceeding by 3°8 in. the average amount in 61 years, during which period there 
was no instance of so great a fall in December; this amount of rainfall within a 
month was only exceeded, during the 61 years, in July 1828 when seven inches 
were measured, and in October 1841 and November 1852, in each of which months 
the amount was six inches. At Greenwich, rain was measured on 52 of the 92 
days of the quarter, and at Nottingham rain fell on 74 days. The measured 
rainfall during the quarter at 49 stations of observation ranged from 7:+2 in. at 
Holkham (Norfolk), to 20°3 in. and 20°7 in. respectively at Guernsey and Truro. — 

The most remarkable meteorological features of the quarter were an unusually 
low atmospheric pressure, exceptionally high temperature, especially during October 
and December, and an unprecedentedly heavy rainfall during December. ‘The 
lowest night temperature fell below the freezing point of water on but eight days 
during the quarter, against 32 and 19 cold nights in the last three months of 1874 
and 1875. In the last quarter of 1872 the lowest daily temperature fell below 32° 
only four times during the quarter, but the mean temperature of the three months 
did not exceed 45°°3, whereas in the corresponding period of 1876 it was 47°°o. 

The rainfall during the year 1876 at the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, 
amounted to 24°2 in., and was 1°1 in. below the average in 61 years; the re- 
markable deficiency of rainfall in the six months ending September was not 
counterbalanced by the unprecedented fall during December. 


State of the Public Health; Deaths. 


During the three months ending 31st December 121,918 deaths were registered, 
equal to an annual rate of 20°0 per 1000 of the estimated population in the middle 
of the year. The death-rate was 2°1 per 1000 below the average rate in the corre 
sponding period of the ten years 1866-75, and was lower than the rate which 
prevailed in the December quarter of any of those years. The average death-rate 
in the fourth quarters of the 38 years 1838-75 was 21°9 per 1000; the death-rates 
in the 38 autumn quarters of those years ranged from 19'1 in 1845, to 25°5 im 
1846. Excepting 1845, the death-rate in the last three months of 1876 was lower 
than that which prevailed in the corresponding period of any year since 1837, when 
the civil registration of births and deaths was commenced. 

The 121,918 deaths included 62,904 of males, and 59,014 of females; the male 
death-rate was equal to 21°1, and the female rate to 18°8 per 1000 living of 
each sex. In equal numbers living the deaths of males were as 112 to each 100 
deaths of females, corresponding with the proportion which prevailed in the last 
quarter of 1875. In the eleven Registration Divisions the annual death-rate 
among persons of both sexes ranged last quarter from 16°4 and 16°8 in the 
principally agricultural counties of the South-eastern and Eastern, to 21°6 in the 
Metropolitan, and 24°3 in the North-western Divisions. In Westmorland and 
in the extra-metropolitan portion of Surrey the death-rate was so low as 13°6 
and 14°0 per 1000, whereas in the other counties the rates ranged upwards to 22°2° 
in the West Riding of Yorkshire and 24°9 in Lancashire. In equal numbers 
living, no less than 183 persons died last quarter in Lancashire to 100 dying im 
Westmorland. In comparing urban with rural death-rates it should, moreover, be 
remembered that the age distribution of urban populations would, all other con 
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ditions being equal, give a lower death-rate than the age distribution which almost 
invariably prevails in rural populations, where the excess of elderly people more 
than counterbalances the favourable effect of the small proportion of young children. 
For instance, the Life Table death-rate for the population of Lancashire is 2 per 
1000 lower than that for the population of Dorsetshire ; yet the recorded annual 
death-rate last quarter in Lancashire exceeded that in Dorsetshire by 9°g per 1000. 
The recorded death-rate in Lancashire exceeded by 3°2, while that, in Dorsetshire 
was 8°7 below, the respective Life Table death-rate for each county. 

In the principal urban population of England and Wales the death-rate in the 
quarter was equal to 21'9 per 1000, whereas in the remaining or rural popu- 
lation it did not exceed 17°3 ; the urban rate was 2°7, and the rural rate 1°4, 
below their average for the corresponding period of the last ten years. In equal 
numbers living the deaths in the urban were as 127 to roo in the rural districts ; 
the average proportion in the ten previous December quarters being 132 to ‘100. 
‘The difference between urban and rural death-rates appears to be decreasing, mainly 
owing to a decline in the excessive mortality in our larger towns. 

In 20 of the largest English towns, including London, having an estimated 
population of nearly seven millions of persons, the death-rate averaged 22°4 per 
1000, and exceeded the general urban rate by but 0°5 per 1000. The rates in the 
20 towns ranged from 138°*2 and 19°8 in Brighton and Bristol, to 28°7 and 32°8 
in Oldham and Salford; the rate in Salford is probably over-stated by an under- 
estimate of its population. The proportion of deaths from zymotic diseases was 
exceptionally high in Salford, and the excess of infant mortality was greater both 
in Oldham and Salford than in any of the other towns. Jn 50 other English and 
Welsh town districts, having a population of about two millions and three quarters, 
the death-rate averaged 21°7 per 1000, and was o'7 below the rate in the 20 
largest towns. The lowest rates in these 50 town districts were 14°9 in Middles- 
borough, 16°2 in South Shields, and 16°6 in Cambridge; the highest rates were 
28°9 in Stockport, 29°3 in Macclesfield, and 29°9 in Wigan. The remaining 
urban population of England and Wales, consisting principally of small towns, 
includes about four and a half millions of persons, among whom the death-rate 
last quarter was equal to 21°1 per rooo, and o°6 below the rate in the fifty 
town districts. 

The 121,918 deaths at all ages included 30,053 of infants under one year of age, 
equal to 139 per 1000 births registered, showing a decline of g per 1000 from the 
average proportion in the six preceding corresponding quarters. Infant mortality 
in the last quarters of the seven years 1870—6, ranged from 157 in 1871, to 137 in 
1872; the rate in the last quarter of 1876 was lower than that which prevailed in 
he last quarter of any of the preceding six years except 1872. ‘The rate of infant 
ortality invariably shows the largest excess in urban populations, and returns for 
he last three months of 1876 form no exception to this rule; the proportion of 
eaths under one year to births was below 100 per 1000 in the extra-metropolitan 
ortion of Surrey, and in Sussex, Wiitshire, and Dorsetshire, whereas it was equal 
0150 in Durham, 156 in Bedfordshire, 160 in Staffordshire, 166 in Leicestershire, 
nd 172 in Lancashire. Each of the counties showing high rates of infant mor- 
ality, except Bedfordshire, contains a large proportion of urban population. © 
mong agricultural populations, that of Bedfordshire has recently shown a marked 
xcess of infant mortality ; the proportion of deaths under one year to births was 
qual to 155 per tooo during 1875, and to 145 in 1876. Lace and straw-plait are 
omestic manufactures in this county ; and the excessive infant mortality seems 
© imply that the children and home cleanliness are not sufficiently attended to. 
n the twenty large English towns the proportion of infant mortality averaged 
51 per 1000, and ranged from 120 and 122 in Brighton and Portsmouth, to 196 
d 198 in Oldham and Salford. Among the smaller towns the rate of infant more 
lity was below 100 per 1000 both in Maidstone and Newport, whereas it was 
qual to 233 in Wigan, 237 in Preston, and 254 in Blackburn. The waste of infant 
ife in the Lancashire towns urgently calls for local if not for national investigation. 

The annual rate of mortality during the quarter among children and adults aged 
etween one and 60 years was equal to 11°3 per 1000, and was 1*1 below the rate 
t these ages in the corresponding period of 1875. In the twenty large towns the 
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annual death-rate between one and 6o years averaged 13°5 per 1000; while it was 
only ro°4 and 11°o in Brighton and Nottingham, it ranged upwards to 17°8 inte 
Manchester and 21‘o in Salford. Among persons aged upwards of 60 years the — 
annual rate of mortality averaged 65°4 per 1000 in England and Wales, against — 
81°1 and 73°3 in the corresponding periods of 1874 and 1875. The lowest death-_ 
rate among persons aged upwards of 60 years [in the fourth quarters of the six — 
years 1870-5 was 68°7 in 1872, and this rate exceeded by 3°3 per 1000 the 
rate in the last three months of 1876. In the twenty towns the death-rate last — 
quarter among persons aged upwards of 60 years averaged 74°9 per 1000; it was 
but 6r°8 and 65°4 in Sunderland and Birmingham, whereas the highest rates were — 
87°4 in Oldham and ror‘g in Liverpool. The death-rate in Liverpool is generally — 
excessive at all ages, but proportionally the largest excess is almost invariably — 
shown among elderly persons. At all ages the Liverpool death-rate during the last — 
quarter of 1876 was as 112 to 100 in the aggregate of-the twenty towns, whereas — 
the rate among persons aged over 60 years was 136 to 100. Under the influence of — 
the unusually mild- weather during November and December the death-rate of the — 
quarter in England and Wales was below the average at all ages, but was excep- — 
tionally low among persons aged upwards of 60 years. ce 
The 121,918 deaths from all causes during the quarter included 5429 which ” 
were referred to scarlet fever, 3031 ‘to diarrhoea, 2874 to fever, 2105 to measles, 
1484 to whooping-cough, 1112 to small-pox, and 733 to diphtheria ; in all, 16,765 
deaths resulted from these seven principal zymotic diseases, equal to an annual rate — 
of 2°7 per 1000, and 1‘o below the average zymotic rate in the six preceding ~ 
corresponding quarters. The zymotic death-rate in the December quarter of 1870 ° 
was lower than that which prevailed in the fourth quarter of any of the six pre-— 
ceding years. The death-rate from these diseases was equal to 1°4 and 1°9 per” 
tooo in the Eastern and South-midland Divisions, whereas it was 3°1 and 4°0 in ~ 
the West-midland and North-western. The zymotic rate was less than one per 
1000 in Suffolk, whereas it was equal to 4:2 in Lancashire. In the 20 large towns 
the rate from these diseases averaged 3°2 per 1000, and while it was only 1°4 and 
1°8 in Plymouth and Nottingham, it was so high as 5°3 in Portsmouth, 5°8 in — 
Sunderland, and 9°3 in Salford. Scarict fever was the principal cause of the high” 
zymotie rate in Portsmouth and Sunderland, and both small-pox and measles were 
fatally prevalent in Salford. In the 50 other large town districts the zymotic rate _ 
was 3°2, and corresponded with that in the 20 larger towns; it was but o°4 and~ 
and 1°3 in Cambridge and Gateshead, while it equalled 6°4 in Halifax, 6°7 im 
Cheltenham, and 7°0 in Southampton. The high zymotic rate in the three last-— 
mentioned towns was mainly due to the fatal prevalence of scarlet fever. . 
Of the seven principal zymotic diseases, scarlet fever showed the highest rate of 
mortality in England and Wales during the last quarter of 1876. The fatality of 
this disease is almost invariably greatest in the autumn and early winter, and the 
5429 deaths recorded during the three months ending December showed an increase 
of 1657 upon the number in the preceding quarter, although considerably below — 
the numbers returned in the fourth quarters of 1874 or 1875. The annual death" 
rate from this disease, which had been equal to 1°44 and 1°07 in the December 
quarters of 1874 and 1878, further declined to 0°89 in the corresponding period of © 
1876. The scarlet fever death-rate was but 0°28 in the Eastern, while it exceeded” 
one per tooo in the Welsh, North-western, South-western, and West-midland 
Divisions. Suffolk and Cumberland were almost free from fatal scarlet fever, whereas. 
it caused an annual death-rate of two per 1000 in Somerset and Cornwall, and 
2°2 in Hampshire. In 20 of the largest towns the annual rate from this disease 
was equal to 0°90 per rooo, and but slightly exceeded the average rate in the whole | 
of England and Wales; Bradford and Hull suffered least from this disease, while it’ 
was more or less fatally epidemic in Wolverhampton, Leicester, Sunderland, and 
Portsmouth. The disease was fatally prevalent in Portsmouth throughout the 
greater portion of the year, and caused an annual death-rate of 5°3 and 3°9 per 
1000, respectively, during the last two quarters. No fatal case of scarlet fever was 
registered during the quarter either in Hastings, Chatham, Ashton-under-Lyne, of 
Blackburn ; the disease caused, however, a death-rate exceeding three per 1000 Im 
Southampton, Reading, Northampton, Bath, Shrewsbury, and Halifax, and equal to 
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4°5 in Macclesfield and 4-7 in Cheltenham. The local returns afford evidence of 
severe outbreaks of the disease in various parts of the country, among which the 
following may be specially mentioned :—Cowes, Westbury (Wilts), Launceston, 
Falmouth and Penryn ; Minehead, Dunster, Williton, and Wiveliscombe in 
Somersetshire ; Cannock (Staffordshire), Meltham (Huddersfield), Pickering (North 
Riding), Houghton-le-Spring, Pembroke, Upper Llanidloes, and Bangor. Of 150 
deaths registered during the quarter in Falmouth and Penryn, no less than 66 
were fatal cases of scarlet fever, equal to an annual rate of nearly 15 per 1000; 
and in the sub-district of Pembroke, 72 of 144 deaths resulted from the same cause, 
equal to a death-rate of 19 per 1000. 

The fatal cases of diarrhea were fewer than in the corresponding quarter of any 

of the six preceding years, and the death-rate was nearly 20 per cent. below the 
average. 
- The 2874 deaths referred to fever, including typhus, enteric or typhoid, and 
simple or undistinguished forms of fever, showed a further marked decline from 
the numbers in the corresponding period of the six preceding years, and were equal 
‘to an annual rate of 0°47 per 1000 persons living. Fever, principally enteric, as 
well as scarlet fever, shows the greatest fatality in the fall of the year; and, 
although the fever death-rate in the autumn quarter of 1876 showed an increase 
upon that which prevailed in the preceding three months, it was no less than a 
third part lower than the average rate in the autumn quarters of the six years 
1870-5. In the principal town districts of England and Wales the fever-rate last 
quarter was equal to 0°54, whereas in the remaining rural population it was 0°37 
per 1000; the urban fever-rate showed an increase of o*11 upon that which pre- 
vailed in the preceding three months, but scarcely any increase occurred in the 
rural rate. The fever-rate in the principally agricultural population of the South- 
eastern and Eastern Divisions was but 0°28 and o'2g9 per ro0oo respectively ; while 
it was equal to 0°63 in Durham, 0°66 in South Wales, 0°69 in the West Riding, 
and 0°77 in Lancashire. In the twenty large English towns the fever-rate averaged 
0°57, and ranged from 0°24 and 0°33 in Brighton and Wolverhampton, to 0°95 
and 1°02 in Manchester and Liverpool. In the 50 town districts, West Bromwich 
and Cheltenham showed a fever-rate exceeding one per 1000, whereas no death 
from fever was registered either in Maidstone or Hastings. Fever, principally 
enteric or typhoid, was exceptionally fatal in High Wycombe, Brackley (North- 
amptonshire), Poole, Padstow, Ludlow, Hinckley, Uppingham, Billinge (Wigan), 
some of the townships around Bolton, Ripon, Pontefract, Gooie, Usworth (Chester- 
le-Street), and Rhayader. Enteric fever was again fatally prevalent in the borough 
of Southport, although the deaths from this disease were less numerous than in the. 
preceding three months. 

The annual death-rate from measles was equal to 0°34 per 1000, and showed but 
a slight increase upon that which prevailed in the preceding three months. No 
fatal case was registered either in Rutland or Westmorland, whereas the disease 
showed fatal prevalence in the counties of Stafford, Buckingham, Lancaster, and 
Leicester. No deaths from measles occurred either in Brighton or Sunderland, 
but the death-rate from the disease was equal to 1°4 and 2°4 per 1000, re- 
spectively, in Bradford and Salford. The measles death-rate was also excessive 
in Halstead, Salisbury, Loughborough, Wigan and the neighbouring townships, 
Leigh, and Keighley. 

The 1484 deaths referred to whooping cough were within seven of the number 
‘returned in the preceding quarter, and implied a death-rate of 0°24 per 1000, which 
was considerably below that which prevailed in the fourth quarter of any of the 
six years 1870-5. The disease, however, showed fatal prevalence in Halesowen, 
Whitwick, and Gomersal. 

During the last three months of 1875, only 149 deaths from small-pox were 
registered in England and Wales ; the numbers recorded in the four quarters of 
1876 successively increased to 262, 501, 543, amd 1112. The If12 in the three 
months ending December last included 592 in London, 399 1n Lancashire, and 
121 in the rest of England and Wales ; the annual death-rate from small-pox per 
million persons living in the quarter was, therefore, equal to 681 in London, and 515 
in Lancashire, whereas it was but 27 in the rest of England and Wales. In seventeen 


\ 
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of the English counties no death from small-pox was registered; in the preceding - 
three months, twenty-three counties had been free from this disease. The deaths ~ 
from small-pox in London, which had been 7, 26, and 110 in the first three quarters 
of the year, further rose to 592 in the three months ending December, of which 297 
occurred in the last four weeks. Of the 399 registered in Lancashire, 144 occurred — 
in Liverpool, g9 in Salford, and 51 in Manchester (including 21 in the Monsall 
Hospital, situated outside the city), 2: in Burnley, and’14 in Preston. No death 
from small-pox was registered either in 14 of the 20 large towns furnishing 
weekly returns, or in 37 of the 50 other town districts; 14 occurred in Chatham, 
8 in Preston, 3 in Swansea, and 2 each in Huddersfield, Stockport, and Birkenhead, 
In the suburban districts around London, 27 deaths from small-pox were re- 
gistered, including 13 in Croydon, 5 in West Ham, 4 in Acton, 3 in Willesden, 
and 2 in Hornsey. An outbreak of the disease occurred at Ludlow, which resulted — 
in 8 deaths, 5 being of unvaccinated persons. . 

The 733 fatal cases of diphtheria showed an increase of 132 upon the number 
returned in the preceding three months, but were fewer by 84 than those in the 
last quarter of 1875. ‘The disease showed fatal prevalence in Croydon, Bromley, 
Stansted, Coggleshall, Radwinter, Honiton, Kempsey, Eckington (Worcestershire), 
Rossendale, and Llanfairarybryn. 

In workhouse establishments, hospitals, and public lunatic asylums 11,214, or 
g*2 per cent. of the deaths, were registered during the quarter ; this per-centage — 
slightly exceeded the average proportion in the six preceding corresponding quar- 
ters. In twenty of the largest English towns the deaths recorded in public insti- 
tutions were 6010, equal to 15°5 per cent. of the total deaths; the per-centage in 
these towns ranged from 4°4 in Oldham, to 19°5 in London. The average pro- 
portion of institution deaths in England and Wales, exclusive of the twenty towns, 
was 6°3 per cent. | 

The deaths referred to different forms of violence in the quarter were 4242, and 
equal to 0°69 per 1000 persons living, showing a decline from the rate from 
violence which prevailed in the corresponding periods either of 1874 or 1875. In- 
the agricultural population of the South-midland and Eastern Divisions the death- — 
rate from violence was but 0°43 and 0°44 per 1000, whereas it was equal to 0-85 
and o*g1 in the mining and manufacturing population of the Northern and North- © 
western Divisions. In the twenty large towns the violence rate averaged 0°86 per 
1000, and ranged from o°41,and 0°48 in Portsmouth and Sheffield to 1°29 and 
1°35 in Hull and Liverpool. 

During the quarter 6367 inquests were held, showing a proportion of 5*2 per 
cent. of the total deaths, which scarcely differed from the average proportion 
during the past six years. The number of inquests cases usually exceeds by about 
5° per cent. the number of deaths from violence, but the proportion of inquests 
held respecting sudden deaths from natural causes, and deaths relating to the cause — 
of which no satisfactory evidence is forthcoming, differs widely with the discretion 
and practice of the various coroners. In the twenty large English towns the pro- 
portion of inquest cases to total deaths averaged 6°4 per cent., and ranged from 
2°7 and 3°2 per cent. in Sheffield and Oldham, to 8*o and 10°o in Birmingham 
and Manchester. As in an equal number of deaths nearly four times as many 
inquests are held in Manchester as in Sheffield, it would be desirable to ascertain 
whether too few inquests are held in Sheffield, or an unnecessarily large number in 
Manchester. Assuming that inquests are held in all cases of death from violence, 
it appears that the proportion of inquests held last quarter relating to deaths from 
other causes than violence was less than one per cent. in Liverpool, Sheffield, and 
Oldham, whereas it was equal to 3°0 in London, 3°4 in Birmingham, and 5°5 per 
cent. in Manchester. . 


HEratru or Foreian CIriss. 


A summary of the weekly returns with which the Registrar General is favoured — 
by various local authorities abroad shows that the average annual death-rate during _ 
the fourth quarter of 1876, in twenty-six Indian and Foreign cities, was 25°8 
per 1000, against 22°4 in twenty of the largest English towns. The population of 
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these twenty-six Foreign cities is estimated at rather more than eleven millions of 
persons. ‘The lowest death-rates during the quarter were 19°7 and 19°8 in 
Philadelphia and Christiania ; whereas the rate was equal to 36°3 in Buda-Pesth, 
39°0 in Madras, and 45°7 in Alexandria. In the thirteen weeks taken to represent 
the quarter, cholera caused 436 deaths in Calcutta, 41 in Bombay, and 303 in 
Madras. In Paris no less than 992 deaths resulted from typhoid fever, equal to an 
annual rate of 2°15 per 1000 persons living, whereas in London the enteric 
fever-rate did not exceed 0°33 per 1000 ; in Paris, therefore, this rate last quarter 
was more than six times as high as in London, although the average weekly 
numbers in Paris declined to 64 in the last quarier, from 118 in the third quarter 
of the year. The fatal cases of small-pox in Paris were 72, against 122 and 78 in 
the two preceding quarters. Small-pox was also prevalent in Brussels, Vienna, 
Buda-Pesth, and Naples. Scarlet fever caused 238 deaths in Berlin, 161 in Vienna, 
108 in Brooklyn, and rro in Boston. Typhoid fever was fatally prevalent in Berlin, 
where 173 deaths occurred from this disease ; and still more so in Philadelphia, 
where as many as 250 deaths were referred to typhoid fever during the quarter. 
Diphtheria caused 324 deaths in New York, 190 in Brooklyn, and 136 in Boston. 


The Year 1876. 


In the United Kingdom 1,154,627 births and 676,928 deaths were registered 
during the year 1876, equal to a birth-rate of 34°8, anda death-rate of 20°4, per 
1000 persons estimated to be living in the middle of the year. The natural 
increase of population, by excess of births over deaths, was therefore 477,699 and 
91,715 more than that in the previous year. ‘The actwal increase depends also upon 
the balance between immigration and emigration, and no complete record of immi- 
gration exists. Returns issued by the Board of Trade show that during the year 
102,601 emigrants of British origin left the different ports of the United Kingdom 
at which emigration officers are stationed. ‘he numbers of emigrants from the United 
Kingdom have steadily declined in recent years, and the number in 1876 was 22 
per cent. less than that in 1875, which showed a decline of 31 per cent. from that 
in 1874. ‘The decline in 1876 was equal to 14 per cent. in English, 30 in Scotch, 
and 36 per cent. in Irish emigrants. Of the 102,601 emigrants in 1876, 53,881 left 
the United Kingdom for the United States, 31,764 for the Australian Colonies, 
9372 for British North America, and 7584 for all other places. 

In England and Wales 887,464 births and 510,308 deaths were registered during 
1876; the birth-rate was 36°5 and the death-rate 21°0 per 1000 persons living. 
The birth-rate exceeded by 1°1, whereas the death-rate was 1°2 below, the average 
rates in the ten preceding years ; the death-rate was lower than in any year since 
1856. The marriage-rate for the first nine months of 1876 was slightly below-the 
average for the corresponding period of the preceding ten years; the marriage 
Teturns for the last three months of 1876 are not yet available. 

In Lancashire the rate of {mortality during 1876 was equal to 260 per rooo, in 
the West Riding of Yorkshire it was 23*1, and in London 22°3. In the whole of 
England and Wales, excluding Lancashire, the death-rate was but 20°3 3 therefore 
in equal numbers living 128 persons died in Lancashire in 1876, to 100 in all other 
parts of England and Wales. Upon the 159 urban and rural sanitary authorities of 
Lancashire rests the responsibility for this terrible waste of life among the 3,072,689 
persons estimated to be living in the county in the middle of 1876. 

The 510,308 deaths included 129,537 of infants under one year of age, and 
124,059 of persons aged upwards of 60 years. The rate of infant mortality 
measured by the proportion of deaths under one year to births was 146 per 1000, 
against 149, 151, and 1 58 in the three preceding years, and was lower than in any 
year since 1862. The rate of mortality among persons aged upwards of 60 years 
was 68°3 per 1000 persons estimated to be living at those ages, against 72°0o and 
47°5 in 1874 and 1875. . 

The deaths registered in England and Wales from all causes during the year 
included 73,217 which were referred to the seven principal zymotic diseases, 
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showing a decline of 6042 -from those referred to the same causes in 1875. ‘These — 4 


43,217 deaths ineluded 2418° from small-pox, 9551 from measles, 16,643 from 
scarlet fever, 2822 from diphtheria, 9884 from whooping-cough, ro,372 from fever, 
and 21,527 from diarrhea. The rate of mortality from these seven diseases was 
equal to 3°0 per 1000, against 3°8, 2°9, 3°6, and 3°3 in the four preceding years. 
The fatal cases of small-pox and measles were more numerous in 1876 than in 1875, 
whereas those of each of the five other diseases had declined. The steady decline 
in the fatal prevalence of fever (including typhus, enteric, and simple fevers) affords 
the most satisfactory evidence of sanitary progress. The annual death-rate from 


fever, which in the six years 1870 to 1875 had steadily declined from 79 to 52 per — 


100,000 persons living, further declined last year to 43. The inquest cases regis- 
tered in.1876 were 26,432, equal to 5°2 per cent. of the total deaths; the proportion 


_ both in 1874 and 1875 was 5°1 per cent. The deaths referred to different forms of — 
violence in 1876 were 17,572, and showed a decline of 264 from the recorded ~ 


number in 1875. 
The foregoing numbers are derived from the Quarterly Returns furnished by the 
local registrars to the Registrar General immediately after the close of the four 


quarters of the year, and are subject to revision when the causes of death and other 


details are finally classified and tabled for publication in the Annual Report 
for 1876.

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REMARKS ON THE WEATHER DURING THE QUARTER ENDINGDECEMBER 31ST, 1876. 
By James GLAIsHER, Esq, F.R.S., &e. 


Tul the 20th of October the weather was warm with frequent rain, the average excess of mean 
temperature was 5;° daily; from October 21st to November 12th, it was mostly cold, with but 
little rain, the average deficiency of temperature was 31° daily, and from November 13th to the 
end of the year, with the exception of the six days December 21st to December 26th, the weather 
was warm, and at times very warm, with very frequent rain; the average daily excess of tempera- 
ture for the 38 days ending December 20th was 42°; the average deficiency for the six days 
ending December 26th was 37° daily, and the average excess for the last five days of the year 
was 127°. 

The most remarkable phenomena in this quarter were, the very small atmospheric pressure, 
the high temperature, and the extraordinary falls of rain in the month of December. 

At the height of 160 feet above the level of the sea, the mean reading of the barometer in 
December was 29°311 in., and back to 1841 there is no instance in any month of so low a 
reading, the least mean monthly atmospheric pressures previously experienced were 29° 379 in. and 
29°413 in. both in December, in the years 1868 and 1872 respectively. 

The mean temperature of the air in December was 44°1, and back to 1771 there have only 
been nine Decembers in which the temperature has been so high. 

The fall of rain in December was exceedingly anomalous, at about London and its neighbour- 
hood it amounted to nearly 6 in., and back to 1815 there has been no instance of so great a fall 
in December ; the previous instances of monthly falls equalling this amount nearly, were 7*o0 in. 
in July 1828; 6°o in. in October 1841; 6*oin. in November 1852: 5°8in. in June 1860; and 
5°8 in July 1867. 

The fall of rain was large everywhere, rain fell on every day in December, but on the roth to 
only a small amount and at a few places, on the 8th, gth, r1th, 12th, 13th, 14th, rsth, and 22nd 
it fell to the amount of o*2 in. or 0°3 in., but was not quite general; on every other day rain 
was general, and exceeded half an inch in amount at one or more places, and on 12 days the 
amount was one inch or more at! at least one station. The following Table shows the fall of rain 
on those 12 days at the several stations :—-

These heavy and continuous rains produced great floods over low lying land throughout the 
country, and agricultural operations were generally stopped. During December several severe 
gales took place, and caused a great many shipwrecks on our coasts, particularly at the times of 
the extreme low readings of the barometer. 

The readings of the barometer in the neighbourhood of London were above their averages from 
the rst to the 8th of October, with the exception of the 4th ; they were also below from the gth 
to the 19th, with the exception of the 15th, when the excess was 0°06 in. ; and from the 21st to 
the end of the month the readings were all above their average values. ‘The mean reading for the 
month was 29°756 in. being 0*‘060 in. above the average of the preceding 35 years. From the 
ist to the roth of November the readings of the barometer were above their averages; from the 
11th to the 16th they were below ; on the 17th and 18th a little above ; on the 19th and 2oth 
they were slightly below ; again above on the four following days; and then below from the 25th 
to the end of the month. The mean reading for the month was 29°702 in., being 0049 in. below 
the average. 

During the whole month of December the barometer readings were below their averages, 
excepting on four days only, viz.: gth, roth, 11th, and 26th, when they were 0°20 in., 0*22in., 
0°11 in., and 0°08 in. respectively above their averages. 

The barometer readings were therefore generally very low from the 25th of November to the 
end of the year; the mean amount in defect of the average for this period of 37 days was 0° 501 in. 
The readings were the lowest from the 3rd to 7thof December ; and from the 18th to the 22nd 
inclusive. ‘The mean amount in defect of the average from the 3rd to the 7th of December was 
1°03 in. daily ; and that from the 18th to the 22nd was 0°98 in. daily. 

The mean reading of the barometer for the month of December was 29°311in., being 0° 494 in. 
below its average. 

The minimum reading of the barometer in the month of December was 28°23 in. on the 
morning of the 4th, and the maximum reading was 30°03 in. on the morning of the 1oth, thus 
showing in six days a difference of reading of 1°8 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for October was 3°°0 below that of September ; that of 
November was 8°°8 below that of October; and that of December was 0°*1 above that of 
November. (From the preceding 35 years’ observations the mean temperature of October below 
that of September is 7°°1; that of November below that of October is 6°°7; and that of De- 
cember below that of November is 3°° 4.) 

The mean temperature of the air of October below that of September over the whole country 
was 2°°s; that of November below that of October was 9°:0; and that of December above that 
of November was 0°*2. 

The mean temperature of the air for October was 52°°8, being 3°°2 and 2°°6 above the 
averages of the preceding 105 years, and 35 years respectively. In the preceding 105 years 
there are but 8 instances of so high a mean temperature for the month of October, viz. :—

The mean temperature of the air for November was 44°°o, being 1°°7 and o°*s5 above the 
averages of the preceding 105 years, and 35 years respectively ; it was higher than the values 
in 1874 and 1875 by 2°°o and 1°°9 respectively. 

The mean temperature of the air for December was 44°°1, being 5°°o0 and 4°-o above the 
averages of the preceding ros years, and 35 years respectively. In the preceding 105 years there 
are but 9 instances of so high a mean temperature for the month of December, viz. :—

The mean high day temperatures of the air were respectively 1°°3, 0°°3, and 2°°7 above their 
averages in October, November, and December. 

The mean low night temperatures of the air were respectively 3°°4, 1°°4, and 4°°9 above 
their averages in October, November, and December. Therefore the days and nights were warm 
throughout the quarter. 

The mean daily ranges of temperature were respectively 2°°1, 1°*0, and 2°*o below their averages 
in October, November, and December. 

At Greenwich the atmospheric pressure in October was greater than in September by 0°136 in., 
in November less than in October by 0°054 in., and in December it was less than in November 
by 0°391 in. (From the preceding 35 years’ observations the mean pressure in October is less 
than in September by o*111 in,, that in November greater than in October by 0°055 in., and that 
in December greater than in November by 0054 in.) Over the whole country the mean increase 
of pressure from September to October was 0°137 in. The decrease from October to November 
was very nearly the same everywhere; its mean from all stations was o'045 in. The mean 
decrease of pressure from November to December over the whole country was 0° 418 in. 

At Greenwich the fall of rain in October was 1°6 in., being 1°2 in. below its average; in 
November it was 3°1 ins., being 0°8 in. above its average; and in December was 5°8 ins., being 
3°8 ins. above its average; the total fall in the quarter was 10°5 ins., being 3°4 ins. above 
its average. 
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The following are the instances back to 1815, when the fall of rain in the quarter was 
as large as that in the present year, viz.:—1821 it was 12°5 ins.; 1822 it was 10°6 ins. ; 1824 it 
was 10°9 ins.; 1841 it was 12‘1 ins.; 1852 it was 12°o ins.; and 1872 it was 11°3 ins. In 
the same period there was no instance of so large a fall in December as in the present year ; 
the nearest approaches to it were in the years 1821 and 1868 when the falls were 5:°2 ins. and 
5°4 lms. respectively. The total fall in November and December was 8*9 ins., and back to 1815 
there is but one instance of so large a fall in these two months, viz., in the year 1821 when it 
was 9*9g ins.

Thunderstorms. During the quarter but little thunder was heard; lightning was seen at different 
stations on 6 days in October, 3 days in November, and on 4 days in December. ; 

Solar halos were seen on 8 occasions in October and November, but none were seen in December. 

Lunar halos were seen on to nights in October, 6 in November, and on 8 in December. 

Aurora borealis. An aurora was reported as being seen on December 5 at Weybridge, but 
none was seen at any other station; the paucity of aurore during the last 2 or 3 years is remark- 
able ; none have been seen for several months. 

Snow fell on November 7 to 12, and the 24th, and in December on every day from the 21st to 
the 27th inclusive at stations North of latitude 51°. ae 

Hail: scarcely any fell in October ; in November it fell on 4 days, and in December on 12 days, 
but at very few stations. 

Fog prevailed on 16 days in October, on 21 days in November, and on 21 days in December, 
and, therefore, on 58 days during the quarter. 
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Meteorological Table, Quarter ending December 31st, 1876. 
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The highest temperatures of the air were at Caterham, 80°°0; East Tilbury, 77°'0; and at Salisbury, 75°°0. 

The lowest temperatures of the air were at Carlisle, 17°°6 ; Lampeter, 18°'0; and at Allenheads, 189°3. 

The greatest daily ranges of the temperatures of the air were at Salisbury, 149°5 ; East Tilbury, 149°1; and at Chiswick, 14?°0. 
The least daily ranges of the temperatures of the air were at Bradford, 79°03; Guernsey, 7°°6 3; and at Brighton, 79'S. 

The greatest numbers of rainy days were at Nottingham, 74; North Shields, 69; and at Calcethorpe, 67. 

The least numbers of rainy days were at Ramsgate, 42; Brighton, 45; and at Streatley and Chiswick, both 47. } 
The heaviest falls of rain were at Truro, 20°66 inches ; Guernsey, 20°27 inches; and at Lampeter, 19°44 inches. 
The least falls of rain were at Holkham, 7°21 inches ; Norwich, 7°33 inches; and at Wisbech, 7°69 inches.
